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NE autumn day a great piece of good luck

A CENTURY OF MISSIONS. 


AST week the American Board of Commis- 
|° sioners for Foreign Missions celebrated 
at Boston the one hundredth anniversary 
of its establishment. The oldest of existing 
American missionary organizations, it is ex- 
ceeded in age by only two or three of those 
maintained by the Protestant churches of Eng- 
land. Its century of history covers the period 
during which foreign missions have become no 
longer merely an aspiration of the faithful, but 
a fact seriously to be reckoned with in the 
progress of the world. 

During that century missions have suffered 
much from prejudice and misrepresentation, 
as they have profited much from the self-denial 
and devotion of their supporters. Materially 
their success has long been assured. They 
collect and expend twenty-four million dollars 
a year; they number thousands of earnest and 
consecrated workers, and have millions—per- 
haps eight or nine millions in all—of converted 
adherents in the heathen countries of the 
world. 

Nor do these facts tell the whole story. The 
share they have had in preparing the way for 
the commerce and civilization of the Western 
nations throughout Asia and Africa, the essen- 
tial part they have borne in the awakening 
and inspiration of China, Japan and Turkey, 
the introduction of the Bible and the Christian 
ideal to millions who dwelt in darkness, and 
the educational, medical and charitable work 
they have encouraged and sustained are achieve- 
ments no less remarkable than the amount of 
actual evangelization they have accomplished. 

Some statesmen used to sneer at missionaries. 
No one does so now. ‘Tested by the low stand- 
ard of mere success, missionaries have become 
worthy of respect. The tribute of admiration 
which a life of heroism and single - hearted 
devotion demands the world has always had to 
pay. From Saint Francis Xavier to the martyrs 
of Paoting-fu, the missionary, the hungerer for 
souls, has counted his life as nothing, if so he 
might win some small part of the world back 
to God. Founded and administered by such 
men and women, is it strange that foreign 
missions have succeeded ?

AS TO “OSTRACISM.” 

HEN the president of one of the great 

universities suggested some years ago 

that dishonesty in private and public 
life might be rebuked by a sort of social ostra- 
cism quite as effectually as by indictment and 
prosecution, the country was mildly amused. 
The idea was deemed academic, impractical, the 
dream of one who assigned an altogether exag- 
gerated importance to the mere amenities of 
social life. 

Nevertheless, the suggestion is impractical 
only so long as there is not enough courage and 
moral earnestness to employ it. Recent events 
have proved that. Nor is it the product of 
conventional thought. ‘Those who attach the 
most importance to the social conventions are 
the ones who were and are most disturbed by 
it. 

It must not be thought to apply only to the 
exchange of such social courtesies as dinner 
invitations. It means the refusal to meet known 
corruptionists, either in business or in politics, 
upon any footing; to belong to the same clubs 
with them; to serve on public committees with 
them; to deal with them on any terms what- 
ever. 

Obviously it is a weapon most effective in the 
hands of persons of influence and standing in 
the community. But no one should allow a 
low estimate of his own influence to deter him 
from using the weapon. No one who is either 
in sympathy with dishonesty or afraid of 
injuring his own worldly prospects by openly 
opposing it is likely to ostracize its practitioners. 

There is of course the danger of Phariseeism, 
of the “holier than thou’’ attitude. Let no 
man condemn his neighbor while he is uneasily 
conscious that only lack of opportunity is the 
souree of his own superior virtue. But some 
corrupters of the social and political order are so 





shameless and so dangerous that it is not self- 
righteousness, but mere decency, to hold aloof 
from them. They exist only because citizens 
who are too honest to follow their example 
tolerate them, and even smile in appreciation 
of their “smartness. ’’

TOO MUCH LOG-ROLLING. 

RESIDENT Taft’s recent condemnation 
Pp of the methods used in making appropria- 

tions for river and harbor improvements 
was none too severe. He announced, when he 
signed the last bill, that he would approve no 
other framed in the same way, and has lately 
said that he is still of the same mind. 

Such bills have long been the result of what 
is called log-rolling. ‘The term is of Ameri- 
can origin, but is now in common use in Eng- 
land. The phrase, ‘‘You roll my log and I’ll 
roll yours,’’ explains it. In legislation it de- 
scribes the Congressional practise of trading 
votes. For example, the Congressmen from 
Missouri will agree to vote for an appropriation 
for improving a waterway or harbor in New 
York if the New York Congressmen will vote 
for a similar appropriation for a Missouri 
stream. 

It too often happens that the men making 
these bargains care little about any general 
plan for waterway development. They look 
more for the political benefit that accrues to 
them through the expenditure of government 
money in their districts. For this reason the 
river and harbor and public buildings bills are 
referred to as the ‘ ‘pork barrel,’’ and the Con- 
gressman who gets an appropriation for his 
district is said to have had his hand in the 
barrel. 

No person who understands human nature 
expects the practise of concession and compro- 
mise in legislation to be abandoned. It is only 
by concession that conflicting interests can be 
harmonized. But there is a wide difference 
between compromises in framing legislation of 
national concern and the bald trading of the 
vote of the member from one district for that 
of the member from another, in support of a 
joint raid on the Treasury. It is against that 
sort of log-rolling that the President has raised 
his voice.

HELPFUL BROTHERHOOD OF NATIONS. 


HE world has seldom seen a more wonder- 
ful movement than that which is now in 
progress for the suppression of the inter- 

national opium traffic. When confronted with 
the destructive effects of the use of opium, the 
nations do not take refuge in the insolent retort 
of Cain, ‘‘Am I my brother’s keeper?’’ In- 
stead, they recognize their responsibility. This 
is one of the glorious growths of eighteen 
Christian centuries. 

It was at the suggestion of America, made 
in September, 1906, that the nations holding 
territory in the East appointed commissioners 
to look into the production and use of the drug. 
That was the year in which the Chinese gov- 
ernment issued an edict forbidding the use of 
opium and providing for ending its production 
in ten years. About the same time the British 
government agreed to reduce the export of 
Indian opium into China by one-tenth a year 
till it should cease entirely. 

The international commissioners made their 





investigations and met in conference in Shang- 
hai in February of last year. They agreed to 
recommend that their governments should use 
all their power to prevent the spread of opium- 
smoking and to restrict the sale of the drug 
save for medicinal purposes. The interested 
powers, including Great Britain, have lately 
agreed to a conference on means for putting 
into effect these recommendations. 

If it had not been for the great increase in 
the consumption of opium in the East, and in 
China especially, the governments interested 
would not have been found ready to work 
together. In 1767 only two hundred chests of 
opium were imported by China. It was esti- 
mated in the middle of the last century that 
one Chinese in every hundred smoked the drug. 
The present proportion is supposed to be forty 
in every hundred. Fifty-one thousand chests 
are sent into China annually from India alone. 

The craving for the drug by the Eastern 
peoples has been likened to the appetite for 
aleohol among the Western nations; but the 
Western peoples, man for man, have been using 
less and less alcohol for a century, while the 
Asiatics have been using more and more opium.

PLATFORMS. 


HE word “platform,’’ as used to express 
ti the political beliefs and principles of a 

party, has been longer in use than is gen- 
erally supposed. It is not an Americanism, 
for many passages may be cited by English 
writers before the beginning of the seventeenth 
century, in which the term is used substantially 
in that sense. 

The first political platform ever adopted by a 
national convention in this country was drawn 
up by an assembly of young men, who met in 
Washington in 1832, to indorse the nomination 
of Henry Clay for President. 'The Democratic 
party first adopted a national platform in 1836, 
when Martin Van Buren was nominated. Since 
then the platform has been a prominent feature 
of all national political conventions, and of 
state conventions as well. 

To the student of political conditions and 
history these documents offer interesting read- 
ing. One change, at least, he can hardly help 
noticing: the tendency to omit bombast, and 
especially vagueness, and to state with greater 
particularity and concreteness the measures 
which the party advocates. 

At times when no great issues were pending, 
political platforms abounded in such phrases 
as ‘ ‘time-honored principles,’’ “the great saving 
truth of humanity that all men are created 
equal,’’ and the like. Instead of announcing 
purposes of reform in public affairs, they 
‘* pointed with pride,’’ or ‘“‘ viewed with 
alarm.’’ . 

The added pointedness and definite quality 
of political platforms of to-day is a wholesome 
sign. It means that great issues are before the 
people for decision, and it indicates that men 
may be compelled to cease voting with the 
party to which they—or perhaps their fathers— 
have borne allegiance, and to ally themselves 
with the party which best expresses their own 
views of governmental policy.

ASTES in church architecture will always 
differ. There are persons who like to see a 
church built to look like a Queen Anne cottage, 
and others who admire the modified Greek temple 
known as the colonial church. Still others object 
to everything save the Gothic. The colonial type, 
however, is nowadays enjoying a revival of its old- 
time New England popularity. A Congregational 
society in Brooklyn, New York, has lately erected 
asplendid new church that is a reproduction of the 
old-fashioned New England meeting-house. How- 
ever churchly such a structure may seem to those 
accustomed to the style, there are residents of 
large parts of the country to whom it looks more 
like a court-house or a town hall. But it is more 
desirable that a Christian society should build the 
kind of a meeting-house that gratifies its taste 
than that it should build a Gothic, a colonial or a 
Queen Anne structure. 
EATH has been busy among the veterans of 
the Civil War in late years, yet the ranks are 
still far from extermination. The Grand Army 
numbers over two hundred thousand, and there 
are many old soldiers who do not belong to it. 
Over five hundred thousand men are drawing 
pensions to-day for service in the war. The sur- 
vivors of the Confederate army cannot be enu- 
merated so exactly, but there must be two hundred 
thousand at least. Since the last soldier of the 
Revolution did not die until four years after the 
close of the Civil War, it is possible that the last 
veteran of the war between the states may live 
until 1953. us 
F any one had suggested ten years ago that 
Southern planters might come to regard corn as 
a profitable rival of cotton he would have been 
ridiculed. Yet it has come to pass that the corn- 
crop of Louisiana, which was twenty-five million 
bushels in 1899, grew to fifty-one millions in 1909, 
and the crop for this year is estimated at between 
sixty and one hundred million bushels. The cotton- 
crop, on the other hand, has decreased from seven 
hundred thousand bales in 1899 to two hundred and 
seventy thousand in 1909, and corn yields about 
three times as much an acre as cotton. 


HE Census Bureau’s mortality reports show 
that tuberculosis still leads all other diseases 
in the number of deaths it causes in the United 
States; but the margin over pneumonia is now 
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exceedingly small. The area covered by the 
reports includes more than half the United States. 
In this area there was an increase in the number 
of deaths from pneumonia last year, over the year 
before, of more than nine in every hundred thou- 
sand. The total was over seventy thousand, and 
is within seven of the number of deaths from 
consumption. .

THE ANGEL OF THE CRIMEA. 

HE news of the 
Tee of Florence 

Nightingale brought 
to many persons the first 
knowledge that she had 
lived until so late a day. 
The Crimean War was 
fought so long ago, and 
Miss Nightingale has 
been so many years in 
retirement by reason of 
her frail health, that 
multitudes were sur- 
prised to know that she 
still lived. 

The life which closed on August 14th began 
in Florence, Italy, May 12, 1820. She was 
ninety years and three months old. 

Florence Nightingale was born to wealth and 
ease; but with an earnest love for God and for 
humanity, she began while yet a little girl to 
minister to the Arabs in Egypt in a time of 
pestilence. Returning to England, her father’s 
home, she chose a life of service instead of a 
social career and the comforts of wealth. 
Nursing in England was not a skilled occupa- 
tion when she began to study surgery. Her 
own life and example did much to elevate it to 
the dignity of a learned profession and to fill 
professional nursing with the spirit of religious 
devotion. 

Miss Nightingale was thirty-four years old 
when the Crimean War broke out in 1854. 
Already her fame was known, as was her skill 
in ministering to the sick, and her offer to go 
to Constantinople and care for the sick soldiers, 
although met with derision by an unthinking 
publie, brought a hearty welcome from Mr. 
Sidney Herbert, the Secretary of War, after- 
ward Lord Herbert. 

She took with her thirty-eight women, ten of 
whom were Roman Catholic Sisters of Mercy,

and who were bound to strict obedience in the | 


service upon which they entered. 

Miss Nightingale reached Constantinople on 
the night before the Battle of Inkerman. She 
found hospital conditions shocking beyond de- 
scription. To accomplish what was necessary 
for the sick already there was in itself a serious 
task, and to prepare for the wounded who 
began to arrive the next day was little short 
of appalling; yet within twenty-four hours 
after the battle she had the wounded in their 
beds, and she and her assistants tenderly cared 
for them. 

The story of her life and service has become 
a part of the world’s literature, and her exam- 
ple has inspired countless other women with 
the spirit of heartfelt service in ministering to 
the sick. 

Miss Nightingale’s hospital was in that part 
of Constantinople known as Seutari. It is on 
the Asiatic side of the Bosporus, fronting the 
old city of Stamboul and the newer portion 


known as Pera. Where formerly stood the 
barracks in which she cared for the sick and 
dying now stands the American College for 
Girls, a beautiful philanthropy presided over 
by an American woman, and attended by dark- 
}eyed young women of a dozen nationalities. 
America may feel a just pride in this worthy 
monument to Florence Nightingale.

| A public, General Lafayette sent to General 
Washington a pack of French hounds of very 
great size. Washington, says Ralph H. Nevill in 
“The Merry Past,” used to hunt about three times 
a week when the weather would allow him to do so. 
On hunting mornings breakfast at Mount Vernon 
was served by candle-light, the general always 
breaking his fast with an Indian corn-cake and a 
bowl of milk, and before cockcrow the whole 
eavalcade would often leave the house.

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THE USES OF SOUR MILK. 


N a recent article on self-made 

invalids, mention was made of 
the various disorders arising from 
the action of poisons manufactured 
within the body—autotoxications 
or self-poisonings, as they are 
called. 

The most active manufactory of 
these poisons is the intestine, espe- 











cially the large intestine. When 
the food has reached this part of 
the digestive tract it has done all it can for the | 
nutrition of the body, and what has not been used | 
up is now waste material—poisonous matter that 
must be got rid of. 

It is here that the microbes of putrefaction are 
found in abundance. They act upon this waste 
organic matter, splitting it up, as the chemical 
expression is, into simpler compounds, forming, 
during the process, many that are poisonous to 
the system if absorbed. They are believed to 
cause not only many of the minor ills of life, but 
also some very serious ones, and to add to the 
gravity of other diseases. Professor Metchnikoff 
of Paris even attributes to their action the fact 
that we do not live as long as we ought, for he 





thinks that these poisons help to produce the 
hardening of the arteries, which causes so many 
of the manifest ills of old age. 

On the principle of setting a thief to catch a 
thief, he proposed to arrest this putrefactive 
process in the intestine by introducing bacilli that 
manufacture lactic acid, in the presence of which 
the other bacteria cannot live, or at least cannot 
flourish. 

He was led to this thought by the observation 
that the longest-lived people in Europe, provided 
they escape death by the knife or the bullet, are 
the Slavic races in the Balkan peninsula, who live | 
very largely on bread and sour milk. | 

The souring of their milk is due to the presence 
of the bacilli which manufacture lactic acid, and | 
buttermilk owes its acidity to the same cause. } 

When Metchnikoff published his theories on this | 
subject, people to whom his argument appealed , 
began to drink buttermilk freely—and to the im- | 
provement of their health. But buttermilk often | 
contains various impurities, so the drug manu- | 
facturers began to make cultures of lactic acid 
bacilli, put up in the form of dried tablets, which, | 
added to sweet milk, begin to produce lactic acid | 
in sufficient quantity to curdle the milk in about 
twenty-four hours. The resultis often better than 
buttermilk, but not unless the milk to which the 
tablets are added is very fresh and clean.

The 
etching fluid acts upon the uncovered portion or background of 
the design, eating into it as deeply as is desired by the operator. 
The brass is then taken from the etching fluid, washed, and the 
paint removed. A beautiful scroll-sawed or lace-work effect for 
lamp shades, photograph frames, etc., can be obtained by 
allowing the etching fluid to act until it has eaten completely 
through the brass.
